On the 8th the prisoners were restored, and on the 
13th Pekin surrendered unconditionally. Not only 
the Emperor, but the whole Partar army fled, and. 
when the mail left not an enemy was in sight. 
Meanwhile a new and distinct rebellion has broken 
out under the command of influential persons. This, 
taken in connexion with the flight of the Emperor, 
points to a change of dynasty in China.

Well might the Bishop of Ossory say 
that “under all circumstances, even the most trying, 
“the clergy of his diocese had been the firm, the 
“uncompromising, and the strenuous supporters of 
“Seriptural Edneation,” and well might he rejoice 
that the laity had rivalled in zeal the clergy, and 
claimed the question as one peculiarly their own. 
Both uniting, pastors and people, in furthering the 
cause of truth. 
The “settlement of the Education question,” 
as far as the last year's work in the diocese 
of Ossory is concerned, has had this re: 
sult—“ new friends have been gained for 
“ the cause, and old friends have made increased 
“exertions.” The most cheering accounts have been 
sent in by the inspectors as to the increase both of 
secular and religious knowledge among the 
children attending the Society's schools. With truth 
and moderation the secretaries state, that “ they 
„would be thankful, indeed, if they were enabled to 
“avail themselves of the large funds annually 
“ voted by Parliament for the education of the poor,“ 
but with the proviso that they should not be com- 
pelled to withhold the Bible from the children en- 
trusted to their care. The Church Education 
Society has done all that could be done. Early in 
the present year the claims of the Church were 
urgently pressed upon the attention of Government. 
The clergy offered to place their schools, as to all 
secular education, under the National Board, to use 
their books and adopt their school rules, and to sub- 
ject both pupils and teachers to the inspection of the 
Board. They were ready to conform in all points 
but one—and that this exception should be necessary 
is a shame to a Christian country—namely, that the 
Word of Life should be excluded from the education 
of Protestant children. With a curtness almost

Concessions, indeed, the Government was ready to 
make. The history of the National Board is a record 
of concessions, but the concessions were always in 
favour of those whose objection lies not only against 
Scriptural instruction but against all instruction 
whatsoever. 

The number of Church Schools in the diocese of 
Ossory is 68, attended by 2,176 children. The 
chief object of the meeting yesterday was not so 
much to give reply to those who live by misrepre- 
senting the Society, as to organise a system by which 
good masters could be obtained at a proper scale of 
remuneration. Most wisely has the Diocesan So- 
ciety determined that no master employed by them 
shall receive less than £20 a year, independently of 
his school-house and other advantages. To carry on 
the schools efficiently some small sacrifice is needed 
both on the part of the clergy and the laity, but the 
merit consists in its being a sacrifice. Never yet did 
the clergy appeal to the laity in vain in a good cause, 
and we confidently expect that the question of Church 
Education in the Diocese of Ossory will be “ satis- 
“ factorily settled’’ next year by the report announc- 
ing more numerous schools, attended by a larger 
number of scholars, and taught by efficient and fairly 
remunerated masters.

by Mr. Cardwell. Diplomatists have, for 
years, cried out finis Polonia, and yet 
still exists a Polish question, and brave 
for it; and, because the friends of 
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Tue Neapolitan correspondent of the Daily News 
has fallen into an extraordinary mistake. Enume- 
rating the measures to be forthwith taken by the 
Cabinet of Victor Emmanuel, he writes thus — The 
“ next step to be taken is to make provision for the 
“ cleansing of the streets, which are, without excep- 
tion, the filthiest in Europe, though, with proper 
caution, they might be rendered the most agreeable.” 
It is plain the correspondent has not visited Dublin 
under the regime of a reformed Corporation. Any- 
thing to equal the positive filth of our streets cannot 
be witnessed in any city, except, perhaps, Constanti- 
nople. It isa matter not merely of difficulty, but 
of danger, for a pedestrian to cross our bridges. The 
footways are covered an inch thick with a slippery 
compound which causes innumerable acgidents. We 


suppose that at some time of the night, or early 
morning, the bridges are nominally swept ; but they 


ought to be cleanagd six times a day, if necessary. 
We wonder what use is to be made of the pulverised 
stone and mud which is occasionally swept from one 
part of the street to the other. Day after day it is 
carefully laid in long parallel lines beside the foot- 
path, to be splashed and scattered by pa wing vehicles, 
Perhaps the mud is used in the manufacture of stone 
stucco, and requires to be crushed and shovelled 
continually for two or three months. Our streets 
appear to be each a river of floating mad, and it 
would by no means be a pleasant calculation to esti- 
mate how much is lost to the citizens yearly by 
destruction of clothing, by the soiling of shop deco - 
rations, by the infinite labour wasted in cleansing 
cars and carriages, snd by the overwhelming discom- 
fort occasioned to the foot-passenger. Bad as our 
macadamised streets were in some respects, they were 
infinitely cleaner than those carefully-laid structures 
of costly Welsh stone under the present management. 
As there isa solid substratum, it is quite plain that the 
mud could readily be swept up, and carried away 
daily, if the least degree of diligence was exerted. 
The state of the streets during the past three weeks 
is a positive disgrace, not merely to the officials 
whose duty it should be to attend to them, but to the 
tradesmen and shopkeepers, who so tamely submit to 
the injury of their property and the destruction of 
their business.

The tidings from China, which we are now hourly 
expecting im more i form, excite checkered 
feelings of exultation and grief.

barbarism. For a Chinaman is not barbarous simply 
because he has no steam engines and cannot make 
an Armstrong gun; such a barbarian was Bacon, 
or Marlborough, or Newton; he has good teaching 
and good morals in his sacred books, and no people 
can be more responsible for acts of cruelty than 
that nation which has ill-treated Capt. Anderson 
and Mr. De Norman even to the death, it is 
sad to think what these unfortunate men may 
have suffered in our service, and provoking to 
have to fear that there may be some of their country- 
men whose ingenuity may very possibly be exercised to 
excuse the crime, For there is a class of people in 
England, infinitely lower in in than the Chi-

Mr. Horace Rochfort proposed the first resolution, as 
follows :—" That the society feels an unaltered con vic 
tion that the Scriptural instruction of every child having 
access to their schools is the true principle on which 
they ought to stand, and affords the hope, under the 
Divine blessing, of the advancement of religion, peace, 
and happiness in the land.” He said—My lord, ladies, 
and gentiemen, I have, in the first place, to regret tha 
‘ome more worthy person had not been honoured by hav- 
ing this resolution entrusted to him to propose. In this 
resolution I feel that there is embodied two g; reat prin- 
ciples—religious and secular education; and we are 
called upon this day to decide which we shall choose—a 
merely secular or a religious education, For my part, 
l Believe that a merely secular education, unless based 
vo religion, is worse than bey 
placing secular instruction, I would place religious edu- 
gation first, as the groundwork of all education. (Hear, 
hear.) In comparing the National System with the 
Church Education one, the one pretends only to pros
